Through- 
out the street car strike, the mavor showed 
by his hands-off poliey that he feared to 
offend the labor forees, on which he is re- 
Iving to secure his eleetion. 

It is an open seeret that Governor Ste- 
phens is a candidate to sueceed himself. 
He has made trips to various parts of the 
state to which political significance has 
been given, 

A few days ago State Controller Cham- 
bers was mentioned as a candidate for the 
governorship nomination. The controller 
isa fine, clean man and well known in the 
northern part of the state. 

Many of the papers of the state have de- 
clared their allegiance to State Treasurer 
Richardson and have urged him to make 
the race for the governorship nomination. 

In addition to these candidates, Former 
President of the Board of Control Nevlan 
has been suggested as a gubernatorial pos- 
sibility. 

Corporation Commissioner Carnahan 
also has been mentioned in the same con- 
nection. He has many friends. 

It is not often that so many men of 
statewide reputation are in line for the 
governorship in one party. If only four of 
these start, the race will be a pretty one. 

While Stephens, Richardson and Cham- 
bers may be classed as Progressives, Rolph 
is a straightway Republican, or at least 
he has not been identified with the state 
Progressive organization, of which the oth- 
ers are a part. 

To a considerable extent the shadow of 
Hiram Johnson falls across the political 
situation. It is generally recognized in 
political circles that none of the candidates 
can command the Johnson element. 

Governor Stephens has antagonized 
some important elements of the old ma- 
chine. Naturally he can not expect the
